In reporting U-2 planes had 
made 200 weather flights since 
1956, Dryden emphasized that 
NASA ‘“‘produced only research 
information used in the design of 
airplanes.”’ 

In his opening statement, Dry- 
den spoke only of ‘weather 
flights’’ by U-2 planes. This is 
the type of plane which was 
downed over Russia and pro- 
duced the crisis involved in the 
céllapse of the Paris summit 
conference last month. 

He said flights to test the. ef- 
fect of weather. on aircraft have 
been: conducted in the western 
United States, western Europe, 
Turkey and Japan. 

No Advance Knowledge. 

Dryden said NASA had ‘‘no de- 
tailed kfowledge:of the flight 
plans until after the fact’’ when 
films and other weather informa- 
tion reach that agency. 

He said that at the present 
time ‘‘we have instruments on 
Pan American and TWA jets 
which, of course, go around the 
world.” 

The weather flights, Dryden 
said. extended over about 264,000 
miles—90 per cent of this above 
40,000 feet, and 40 per cent of it. 
about 100,000 miles, above 50,000 
feet.

1 (AP)—Senate majority leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson has disclosed

He quoted Khrushchev as say- 
ing that there was no doubt in 
his mind that the country was

“Tf anything was torpedoed at 

the summit,”” Johnson said, “‘it

“For example, 11 bills from 
the Hotel Commodore in New 
York City were deliberately and 
systematically marred by _ ink 
blots,”’ the article said. ‘‘Fifteen 
Congressmen and two staff mem-} 
bers of the House Public Works 
Committee stayed at the Com- 
modore June 28-30, 1957.”’ 

The article said the group was 
investigating Long Jsland (N.Y.)

tee counsel had come along. 

‘‘Where the hotel had inscribed 
‘Mrs.’ on these bills, someone 
deposited a neat square of ink 
to blot out each notation,”’ the 
article said 

Signs of Erosion. 

‘This penmanship left the tax- 
payers to pay the extra cost of 
the wives of Congressmen Frank 
Becker (N.Y.), John Blatnik 
(Minn.), Emmet Byrne (lIll.), 
William Cramer (Fla.), Clifford 
Davis (Tenn.), John Dempsey 
(N. Mex.), Edwin Dooley (N.Y.), 
Kenneth Gray (lll.), J. Harry 
McGregor (Ohio), Hubert Scuder 
(Calif.), and committee counsel 
Richard Sullivan,” the article 
said. ‘‘The taxpayers also paid 
over $425 for Congressmen’s 
other-expenses in the course of 
this beach-erosion study.” 

Cramer said the committee 
staff handled expenses on such 
trips and then later billed indi- 
vidual Congressmen for outlays 
attributable to their wives.

Stevenson Defended 

The series of blasts addressed 
from various quarters against Adlai 
Stevenson's statements on the U-2 
episode and summit conference 
raises questions which transcend 
the immediate significance of these 
events—already so serious in them- 
selves. 

These questions, concerning as 
they do the role of the opposition 
in our two-party system and the 
scope of criticism in foreign policy, 
go to the core of the democratic 
system of government and to the 
essence of its functional philosophy. 

Admiration or respect for the 
President’s dignity in standing up 
to the ignominious onslaught of 
Khrushchev’s invectives does not, 
cannot obliterate the fact that the 
U-2 incident and its subsequent bun- 
gling are dark pages in American 
history. The major loss was to our 
stature of moral leadership of free 
peoples against Communist aggres- 
sion. 

After his joint telegram with con- 
gressional leaders expressing soli- 
darity with the President ‘at the 
summit conference and urging 
Khrushchev to continue thé negoti- 
ations, Stevenson was certainly free 
to voice his criticism. 

More than that, as* the tijtular 
leader of the opposition he was 
under obligation to speak up, to 
raise his voice in this hour of cru- 
cial reappraisal of our foreign pol- 
icy and policy-making machinery.

Recognition of the necessity of 
open debate is in accord with Jef- 
ferson’s admonition that argument 
be joined—if an argument ‘“‘be false 
in its facts, disprove them; if false 
in its reasoning, refute it; but, for 
God’s sake, let us freely hear both 
sides.”’ 

For the true essence of democra- 
cy is not only the rule of the ma- 
jority, but also the untrammeled 
right and duty of. the minority to 
be heard in the full recognition of 
the legitimacy of opposition and 
criticism. 

Silence, hesitation, delay on the 
part of Stevenson would have meant 
that he had failed to measure up 
to his political responsibility in our 
system of government, if not alto- 
gether forfeited his function as op- 
position leader. 

Not only had he a right to say 
what he said, but many of us be- 
lieve he was right in what he said.

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The Offshore Decision 


The Supreme Court’s decision in the off- 
shore-oil case brings: at least a small measure 
of order out of seven years of bickering by a 
handful of coastal states with their Federal 
Government. The Court’s determination that 
Texas and Florida are entitled to the sub- 
merged lands they claim, while Louisiana, 
Alabama and Mississippi are not, establishes 
an inequality among states that is not exactly 
ideal in a federal union. But the Eisenhower 
Administration invited both the bickering and 
the less-than-happy outcome by its sponsor- 
ship of the Submerged Lands Act of 1953, 
and Congress acquiesced by passing it. 

Offshore oil has been a hot national issue 
since it was discovered more than 15 years 
ago that under the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Pacific Ocean in the relatively shallow waters 
just off our coasts lie an estimated 40 billion 
dollars’ worth of oil and 10 billion dollars’ 
worth of natural gas, plus perhaps other valu- 
able minerals such as sulphur. Oil interests, 
which find it easier to control one state than 
the United States, tried repeatedly to snatch 
this rich py7e from federal control, and Harry 
S. Truman twice had to veto bills from Con- 
gress, in 1946 and 1952, for that purpose. The 
Supreme Court, too, stood as a bulwark 
against the raiders. In 1950 decisions it said 
there was no question of title to the offshore 
lands or ownership of them—that paramount: 
cy over them was an adjunct of national 
sovereignty. 

In his first campaign for the presidency 
in 1952, Gen. Eisenhower displayed both an 
almost total lack of information about the 
facts involved (he did not know, for instance, 
that there had been a Supreme Court decision) 
and a firm resolve to turn these lands over 
to the coastal states. The Submerged Lands 
Act was one of the very first acts of his Ad- 
ministration. Coastal states were given con- 
trol over offshore lands out to their historic 
boundaries, whatever those might be. 

Texas, Florida and Louisiana claimed 10 
miles seaward, Alabama and Mississippi 20 
miles. Subsequent attempts by the Depart- 
ment of Interior to assert dominion over 
these seas and lease oil lands beneath them 
were met with litigation“by the states. 

Texas is now given the 10-mile swath of 
blue water it claims because it claimed it as a 
republic in 1836 and was admitted to the 
Union in 1845 with those claims as part of 
the terms of admission ratified by Congress. 
Florida is dealt with*similarly by the Court 
because it claimed 10 miles to sea in its 1868 
constitution. The other states are limited to 
three miles. 

Considering the mess Congress and the 
executive had made of it since the Supreme 
Court’s assertion of national sovereignty a 
decade ago, we suppose the Court now did as 
well as it could. But the situation the deci- 
sion establishes is one in which Americans 
will have little cause to take pride. It dimin- 
ishes the nation’s sovereignty. It sets up 
inequities among the states, including interior 
states which are no parties to the suit but are 
deprived of their share in what should be a 
national asset. It lessens the respect in which 
the United States can be held by other coun- 
tries. It places obstacles in the way of our 
country’s handling of its foreign affairs. 

The decision by no means ends the contro- 
versy. Louisiana members of Congress are 
preparing legislation to reverse the decision 
as to their state, Alabama and Mississippi. 
Justice Black, a former Senator from Ala- 
bama, has said the struggle will continue 
“until it is settled the way Congress believes 
right.” 

Are there still those who remain unesn- 
vinced after all this that the Submerged 
Lands Act was a piece of dangerous folly? 
The consequences of that folly are not yet 
played out, for all the Court’s decision. No 
one, indeed, knows what they may be or how 
serious they may be. The best thing to do 
with the Submerged Lands Act is to tow it 
well out to sea and sink it in about 40 fathoms. 


Sham Victory in Algeria 

Gen. De Gaulle won a sham victory in the 
Algerian elections for his self-determination 
Even with the army rounding up 
voters, barely half of those eligible went to 
the polls. ~Only 35 per cent of the qualified 
voters of Algiers marked ballots. So the fact 
that the De Gaulle plan was approved by 60 
per cent of those who did vote was disap- 
pointing to Paris. 

Even more sinister were assassinations of at 
least eight Moslem candidates, and the dem- 
onstrations of terrorists in various parts of 
the country. 

This is a reminder to the world, which gave 
its attention to other matters in recent weeks, 
that the extremists in Algeria are as far apart 
as ever, that De Gaulle may indeed have been 
right in his grim prophecy that only military 
victory will settle the future of Algeria. But 
can war win anything other than a forced

Cover for a Soviet Move 

Marshal Malinovsky, the Soviet defense 
minister, has given some support to Western 
belief that the Russians intend to keep the is- 
sue of the U-2 alive while they relocate mis- 
sile bases spotted and mapped by our high- 
flying photo reconnaissance planes. The mar- 
shal has threatened to launch a rocket attack 
on any foreign airfield used by a plane flying 
over the territory of the Soviet Union or that 
of its allies. 

Although the United States has announced 
discontinuance of the flights, the threat will 
not make allies of the West feel any better 
about permitting United States air bases on 
their soil. Breaking up the ring of such 
bases has been a major aim of ‘Soviet policy. 
No one can be certain that the threat would 
be earried out, but the United States would 
do well to take it seriously, at least for the 
time being. 

Marshal Malinovsky boasted that the Rus- 
sians have rockets to defend themselves 
against flights even higher than 60,000 feet, 
the altitude at which they say they brought 
down the U-2 a month ago. But this is open to 
question, since the flights were carried on fér 
about four years apparently without inter- 
ference. Whether it would be possible to pin- 
point the base from which such a flight 
originated is questionable; and if the base 
were located and attacked, would it mean re- 
taliation by United States missiles or the 
fully-armed planes of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, now reported to be on a limited air- 
borne alert? | 

Marshal Malinovsky justified his threat on 


the ground that a plane crossing Communist 


frontiers might be carrying a hydrogen bomb. 
It may well be true that if the plane were de- 
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tected the Russians would not know what it 
was carrying, and this emphasizes again the 
risky nature of the reconnaissance flights. We 
hope American leadership will try to keep 
matters in perspective and refrain from coun- 
ter-threats. This is a time for calmness. 


‘No’ to the Council’s Pay Bill 


Now that the County Councilmen are aware 
of the Missouri Constitution’s prohibition 
against raising their salaries and that of Su- 
pervisor McNary during their present terms, 
they would be well advised to drop the matter 
and attend to more pressing business. 

The case for increasing a future Supervi- 
sor’s salary from $10,000 to the $18,500 the 
Councilmen propose should rest on the duties 
and responsibilities of that office. But it is 
questionable if the post would be worth 
more than $10,000 unless there are some sub- 
stantial changes in the County Charter. The 
title “Supervisor” creates an illusion about 
the nature of the job. 

Most of the county’s principal administra- 
tive offices are operated independently of 
the Supervisor, since they are headed by 
independently-elected officials who hire their 


own patronage employes and run their own ~ 


empires. These include the offices of Asses- 
sor, Circuit Clerk, Collector, Coroner, County 
Clerk, Highway Engineer, Public Administra- 
tor, Recorder of Deeds, Sheriff and Treasurer. 

Most of these jobs ought to be made ap- 
pointive under the Supervisor and their em- 
ployes placed under the county’s merit sys- 
tem. When the Charter is amended to give 
the Supervisor something to supervise, then 
it might be proper to consider amending it to 
increase the Supervisor’s salary. 


The case for increasing the pay of future 
Councilmen from $1500 to $4800 a year and 
that of a future Council Chairman to $6000 is 
in our judgment much harder to make. These 
are part-time jobs. The higher the salaries 
the more likely it is that they will attract 
those who want the money, not the opportu- 
nity to perform a public service. We can see 
no justification whatever for paying the Chair- 
man an extra $1200 for presiding at those 
meetings he attends. 

The Council seats are policy-making, not 
administrative, and in our judgment the best 
way of attracting first-rate candidates is to 
keep the salary nominal. It could even be 
argued that $1500 is too much. School Board 
members throughout the county occupy com- 
parable policy-making positions and they 
serve without any compensation whatever. 
Most county school boards have attracted men 
and women of a caliber at least as good and 
probably better than the $1500 salary has at- 
tracted to the Council. 


School Aid Politics 


Chances for a federal school construction 
bill are improved by the report of an informal 
agreement between Senate and House lead- 
ers to drop the Powell amendment. This 
would block help to a school district which 
has not carried out a court order to desegre- 
gate. The amendment guaranteed enough 
opposition to defeat the measure. 

The intricacy of the politics involved, how- 
ever, is indicated by a report that Representa- 
tive Halleck, the Republican floor leader, last 
week would not consent to a compromise 
which might have killed the amendment. He 
stood pat even after an appeal by Secretary’ 
of Health, Education and Welfare Flemming. 

Even if the Senate-House conference com- 
mittee now drops the amendment, a single 
objection would send the revised bill back 
to the unfriendly Rules Committee. With 
agreement reached by conferees on all points, 
including the elimination of a Senate provi- 
sion for teachers’ pay, it would be a shame if 
the Rules Committee became the burial place 
of a bill so seriously needed. 


The President’s Trip 


President Eisenhower’s Far East tour grows 
in complexity as it increases in scope. In 
view of controversies in the area, it would 
be surprising if there were not at least some 
minor disturbances during the trip. The State 
Department evidently feels, however, that 
nothing of a serious nature is in prospect and 
that more good than harm is likely to cgme 
of the venture. 

Mr. Eisenhower is almost certain to get a 
warm welcome in Manila, where he served as 
a young Army officer. He will doubtless be 
greeted enthusiastically in Formosa, also, 
since his visit will confirm United States ties 
to the Chiang Kai-shek government. But this 
might be the occasion for a propaganda move 
by the Chinese Communists. In Japan ex- 
tremists have been demonstrating against the 
new Japanese-United States security pact, but 
Prime Minister Kishi has guaranteed there 
will be no. disagreeable incidents. South Ko- 
reans are favorably disposed to the United 
States, particularly since the ouster of Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee. Rhee is in exile in Ha- 
wail, where he lived years ago, but presum- 
ably will not try to see Mr. Eisenhower during 
the President’s stop there. 

The President’s trip will be ceremonial in 
nature and in some ways it is unfortunate 
that it could not have been made earlier in 
his administration. The timing underlines 
the fact that his term is about up; while he is 
away both parties will be maneuvering for 
the July conventions, where they will select 
candidates to succeed him. 


Recognition for NASA 


The National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration, set up in August, 1958, to guide 
America’s exploration of outer space, has won 
from House and Senate conferees a report 
recommending appropriation of $970,000,000 
for fiscal 1961. This is $55,000,000 more 
than the Administration had requested. 

Last year, $30,000,000 was clipped from 
NASA’s budget and Congress had to pass a 
supplemental authorization which restored 
most of the funds. This year the Senate sup- 
porters of NASA prevailed, and, judging by 
NASA’s record, rightly so. As Dr. T. Keith 
Glennan pointed out, Tiros the weather satel- 
lite, Pioneer V and the Explorer satellites, 
and other ventures have been successful but 
have cost more than expected. Certainly it is 
to be expected that essential research and de- 
velopment is going to “take us into the un- 
known where precise estimates are difficult— 
impossible to achieve in many cases.” 

With the extra $55,000,000, NASA will have 
a cushion in event of technological break- 
throughs and needed acceleration of pro- 
grams. That is much better than delaying 
the nation’s space efforts while another sup- 
plemental authorization is prepared.

No Mourning for Nikita 


Contrary to Some Reports, Authority on Russia Says, Khrushchev Is Still Boss

Richard Lowenthal, a student of 
Soviet affairs, is now at the Rus- 
sian Research Center at Harvard 
University. 


The apparent change in the direc- 
tion of Russian policy has been so dra- 
matic, and so out of proportion to the 
spy-plane affair which officially oc- 
casioned it, that it has raised wide- 
spread doubts whether Khrushchev is 
still in command at all. But for the 
record, it seems worth pointing out

; of a democratic 
committee but a dictator in full com- 
mand of all the levers of power; that 
the officer corps, while probably discon- 
tented about recent cuts in the strength 
of Soviet conventional forces, has nei- 
ther the ambition nor the possibility to 
influence the major policies of the 
party; and that the Chinese Commu- 
nist leaders, while in open disagree- 
ment with some of these policies, have 
no substantial allies in Moscow. 


On May 4, three days after the spy 
plane crashed near Sverdlovsk and on 
the eve of Khrushchev’s speech to 
the Supreme Soviet, the Soviet press 
announced a reshuffle in the top lead- 
ership that had been approved by a 
plenary session of the Central Com- 
mittee. Its main result, apart from 
the known disgraee of Kirichenko and 
Belyayev, was a stricter separation 
between the three power machines that 
are represented in the party presidi- 
um: the Soviet Government, the Cen- 
tral Committee Secretariat, and the 
Party Bureau for the Russian Federa- 
tive Republic. 

Henceforth, nobody would work in 
more than one of those three bodies— 
except Khrushchev, who heads all 
three, with different deputies in each 
of them. There could be no clearer 
indication of the concentration of per- 
sonal power. 


Khrushchev in Full Control 


All these changes, let it be remem- 
bered, were approved when the shoot- 
ing down of the U-2 was already 
known. So was a whole series of new 
measures to increase the supply of 
consumer goods, raise lower incomes 
and reduce working hours, presented 
by Khrushchev. 


In his speech at the Czechoslovak 
Embassy on May 9, while stepping up 
the anti-American campaign, he poked 
gentle fun at the military leaders’ 
anxiety about further cuts in their 
strength, which would nevertheless be 
made in due time. On the same day, 
300 officers were promoted to general 
rank, and the decree was signed by 
Khrushchev himself; #lso on the same 
day, Marshal Malinovsky in his speech 
went out of his way to praise Khrush- 
chev and to support his consumer 
goods policy and his service cuts. 

Yet while Khrushchev is in full con- 
trol—as much, say, as Stalin was in 
1929, when he had defeated all his 
rivals but not killed them—he still 
lacks the prestige of historic achieve- 
ment; his authority is not yet inde- 
pendent of continuous, ever-renewed 
success. This distinction is vital in 
connection with the one major dispute 
in the Communist camp—the dispute 
with the Chinese Communists.

Seems to Have Stolen the Show 


In their public documents, ‘the Chi- 
nese never criticized the idea of 
‘peaceful co-existence” in the sense of 
avoidance of world war as such, nor 
the use of personal diplomacy and 
summit negotiation. But the Chinese 
documents stress ‘‘uninterrupted revo- 
lution’’ and the primacy of intefna- 
tional revolutionary solidarity. 

The Khrushchevian alternative to 
Peiping’s ‘‘uninterrupted revolution” 
was never detente as an aim in itself: 
It was detente as a means to achieve 
foreign policy gains with strictly lim- 
ited risks. The “Berlin crisis” is as 
essential a part of the Khrushchevian 
concept as is the propaganda of peace- 
ful co-existence—both are aspects of 
an over-all strategy aimed at disrupt- 
ing the Western Alliance and thus es- 
tablishing a definite power superiority 
for the Soviet bloc without indulging 
in the kind of brinkmanship that is all 
too dangerous in the nuclear age. 

It is here that Khrushchev’s ‘‘differ- 
entiation tactics,” his distinction be- 
tween ‘‘realists’’ and ‘‘diehards’’ in the 
imperialist camp, have their impor- 
tance. After Camp David, the Bolshe- 
vik leader felt that the President of the 
United States could be brought to yield 


to Khrushchev’s supposedly superior 


power—if only he refrained from the 
cruder form of direct threats. As the 
Chinese Communists denied this possi- 
bility and insisted that American im- 
perialism could not change, and that 
Eisenhower was “‘the chieftain of the 
United States imperialists,’’ » Khrush- 
chev allowed himself to be tied to this 
differentiation as if it were a matter 
of principle. 

Yet as the summit approached, the 
chances of obtaining substantial uni- 
lateral concessions on Berlin visibly

diminished, and the risk of a failure 
which might endanger not Khrush- 
chev’s power in Russia, but his pres- 
tige in the international Communist 
movement and his authority in the 
contest against Peiping increased. It 
was at that stage that the U-2 incident 
intervened. 

In his anxiety to prove right by prov- 
ing successful, Khrushchev leaned too 
heavily on the ‘‘differentiation angle” 
—stressing incessantly that this was a 
provocation of the American “diehard 
militarists’’ intended to spoil the at- 
mosphere for the peace-loving Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. By insisting on this 
version, he achieved the opposite of 
what he intended. 


This is said without the least inten- 
tion to belittle the blunders committed 
by successive statements on the Amer- 
ican side—from the initial eager lie to 
the later untenable assertion that the 
flights over Soviet territory would con- 
tinue. But the one element which 
Khrushchev’s exploitation of the affair 
made inevitable was that, if American 
responsibility was admitted, the Presi- 
dent himself had to do so. And when 
that happéned, Khrushchev’s differenti- 
ation tactics collapsed — leaving him 
looking foolish in the eyes of all Com- 
munists who had followed the contro- 
versy with the Chinese. 


Less Dangerous Choice 


There were, then, two possible 
courses before him: To enter the sum- 
mit talks ‘and let them break down 
over Berlin; or to refuse to join the 
talks over the U-2. Of these, the latter 
may well have appeared to Khrush- 
chev to be the less dangerous alterna- 
tive. For with a breakdown over Ber- 
lin, he would have been politically 
committed to sign the ‘“‘peace treaty” 
with Eastern Germany, and thus to 
precipitate a serious crisis. 


But with a noisy refusal to negotiate 
now, coupled with personal insults to 
the President, he kept his freedom to 
wait for another summit next year, if 
he saw a chance of a better success 
then—or not. Insults do not, in this 
century, lead to nuclear war; the at- 
tempt to interfere with planes may. 


If this interpretation is right, Mr. 
Khrushchev has not only kept power, 
but has so far kept to his concept of 
limited risk. But if the West sticks 
to a policy of firmness on Berlin, as 
it must if it is not to foster its own 
disintegration, Khrushchev is sooner 
or later due for’an “agonizing re 
appraisal’’— for the final choice be- 
tween his expansive objectives and his 
wish to avoid fatal gambles.

A reprint of a Henry Mc- 
Lemore story carried then by 
United Press reconstructs that 
notable disaster of 15 strokes 
over par on the sixteenth hole. 

“For almost half an hour 
Ainsley stood in a swift-mov- 
ing creek that borders the six- 
teenth green and belabored his 
ball with blows,’’ McLemore 
reported. 

“It is recorded that a little 
girl who witnessed his efforts 
to knock the ball from the 
creek turned to*her mother 
when Ainsley finally got it out 
and said: 

‘Mummy, it must be dead 
now, because the man has quit 
hitting at it.’”’ 

When Ainsley finally man- 
aged to hit the ball out, it | 
went into a bush. He needed | 
a few more whacks before 
putting it on the green. Some 
time later a U.S.G.A. official 
asked him why he had not 
availed himself of the privilege 
of lifting his ball from the 
water hazard under penalty of 
only one stroke. 

“T thought I had to play the | 
ball as it lay at all times,’’ was 
Ainsley’s historic reply.

Streamside Cooking 


We were float-fishing the 
Current river and had safely 
| mavigated a bad spot at 
Decker Chutes above Goose- 
neck and were in the shallow 
water above Buffington Ford. 
The guide looked up at the sun 
| directly overhead and said, 
“It’s straight up noon, fellows, 
and my stomach’s beginning to 
think my throat’s cut. Don’t 
you ever get hungry?’’ 


We had put the boat in the 


water at daybreak and were | 
agreed that it was a long time | 
between meals. We beached | 


the boat in a shady cove 
where a small spring trickled 
into the river, and the guide 
carried the cooking gear and 
groceries to the shore and 


foraged for dry wood to use | 


for cooking the noonday meal. 


We had a half-dozen small 
jack salmon (walleye) which 
we had caught during the 
morning’s float, and they were 
alive and still full of fight 
when we lifted them from the 
water to prepare them for the 
meal. They were cleaned 
streamside on a paddle and 
by the time they were cut in 


“rounds” the guide had the | 
| fire burned down to hot coals. 


He had built a tripod of rocks, 
so placed to fit the huge skil- 


let in which the fish were to | 


be cooked. 


The fish were rolled in a 
mixture of corn meal, flour 
and salt and dropped into the 


smoking-hot vegetable oil. As | 


each piece was done to a turn 
it was removed from the skil- 
let and placed on paper towels 
to remove the excess oil. A 
jar of kosher dill pickles was 
opened, a loaf of bread was 
| Placed on papér plates, and 
“‘come and get it’’ was a wel- 
come sound to three hungry 
fishermen. 


Hush Puppies 


No one could have fared 
better. The spring branch pro- 
vided cool draughts of water, 
and the crisp. watercress, 
plucked from the spring 
branch, gave the meal a gour- 
met’s touch. The fish was firm, 
flaky and piping hot. After the 
meal we cat-napped for an 
hour or more in the cool shade 
beside the stream before we 
reluctantly started our journey 
downstream. 

‘The only thing missing was 
the hush puppies,’’ one of the 
anglers said, ‘‘but it’s next to 
impossible, when time is the 
essence, to prepare them prop- 
erly streamside.”

The ingredi- 
ents are as follows: 2 level 


cups of white corn meal, 1 | 


medium-large onion, 2 table- 


spoons flour, 1 tablespoon bak- | 
ing powder, 3 tablespoons veg- | 


etable oil, and salt to taste. 


Mince the onion finely and | 


mix all of the ingredients 


thoroughly, preferably in a | 


round-bottom stone crock. 
Have a teakettle of water boil- 
ing furiously and pour enough 
hot water over the ingredients 
to make a mixture of thick- 
batter consistency. 


Stir vigorously with a large 
spoon until the water is ab- 
sorbed, pat down smoothly the 
top of the mixture, and let set 
for 30 minutes or more. This 
is the secret of the entire pro- 
cedure—the minced onion be- 
comes limp and the baking 
powder has time to act. After- 
ward, shape the hush puppies 
in biscuit sizes and fry deep in 
vegetable oil. Turn one time 
only, when the bottom side is 
a golden brown. 


Fish-Shrimp Dish 


Crackling-crisp fish that are 
fried streamside can make a 
very pleasant meal but there 


are various other methods’ of | 
preparing them, such as bak- 


ing, broiling, planking, and 
divers recipes that add zest 
to the fish course. Try this one 
some time when you have 
caught a fish in the six- to 
eight-pound class and are hav- 
ing a company dinner. Even 
the lowly carp will taste good 
when -the recipe is followed. 


Ciean the fish, leaving the 
head, tails and fins intact. Wrap 
in a muslin cloth and simmer 
slowly in a pan large enough 
to contain the fish in its nat- 
ural state. Simmer for an hour 
or so until the flesh will part 
readily from the bones. Re- 
move the fish and unwrap the 
cloth while the fish is still hot. 
When it has cooled sufficiently, 
bone the fish and cut up the 
skin finely with shears. Break 
up the flesh in bite sizes and 
add one pound of cooked 
shrimp to the fish flakes. 

Saute in vegetable oil two 
chopped medium-sized onions 
and four large ribs of cut-up 
celery. When the celery and 
onions are limp, add a large 


can of tomatoes, a tablespoon | 


of worcestershire sauce and 
two tablespoons of sugar. Cook 
for 15 minutes at low heat and, 
when done, add one-half cup 
of sauterne wine. Pour this 
sauce over the fish and shrimp 
and toss lightly to mix all of 
the ingredients. Heat and serve

The First 
World War altered not only our 
position in the world but also 
our attitude toward ourselves 
and toward our business as a 
people. Having won a war to 
“Make the world safe for de- 
mocracy,’’ we began to act as 
if democracy itself had been 
won—as if there was nothing 
left for us to do but enjoy our- 
selves: Make money in the stock 
market, gin in the bathtub and 
whoopee in the streets. 


THE AMERICAN journey had 
been completed.

We had 
emerged from the‘ long trek 
westward to find ourselves on 
the plateau of permanent pros- 
perity. We were there! It took 
the disaster of 1929 and the long 
depression that followed to knock 
the fantasy out of our heads, 
but the damage had been done. 
We had lost touch with the driv- 
ing force of our own history. 


The effect of the Second 
World War was different—and 
the same. The second war es- 
tranged us from our genius as 
a people. We fought it because 
we realized that our dream of 
human liberty could not survive 
in the slave state Hitler was 
imposing on the world. We won 
it with no such illusions as had 
plagued us 25 years before; 
there was another, more vora- 
cious slave state behind _llitler’s. 

But though we did not re- 
peat the folly of the Twenties, 
we repeated the delusion of the 
Twenties. We acted again as if 
freedom were an accomplished 
fact. We no longer thought of it 
as safe, but we made a com-

, parable mistake: We thought of 


it as something that could be 
protected by building walls

The truth is, of course, that 
never an accom-

pursuit of happiness; they knew 
their Thucydides and therefore 
knew that ‘‘the secret of happi- 
ness is freedom and the secret 
of freedom, courage.’’ The only 
way freedom can be defended 
is not by fencing it in, but by 
enlarging it, exercising it. 

Though we did defend free- 
dom by exercising it through 
the Marshall Plan in Europe, we 
did not, for understandable rea- 
sons involving the colonial hold- 
ings of our allies, defend free- 
dom by exercising it in Asia and 
Africa, where the future is 
about to be decided. 


THE RESULTS have _ been 
hurtful to the world and to our- 
selves. How hurtful they have 
been to the world we can see in 
Cuba, where a needed and nec- 
essary and hopeful revolution 
against an insufferable dictator- 
ship appears to have chosen the 
Russian solution of its economic 
difficulties rather than ours, We 
have tried to explain that omi- 


nous fact to ourselves in the 
school-girl vocabulary of the 
McCarthy years, saying that 


Castro and his friends are Com- 
munists. But whether they are 
or not—and the the charge is at 
least unproved — there is no 
question whatever of the enor- 
mous popular support for their 
regime and for as much ol their 
program as is now known. 

Not even those who see Com- 
munist conspiracies underneath 
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@veryone else’s bed have con- 
tended that. the Cuban people 
were tricked or policed into 
their enthusiasm for their revo- 
lution. On the contrary, the peo- 
ple appear to outrun the gov- 
ernment in their eagerness for 
the new order. What this means 
is obvious. What this means is 
that the wave of the future, to 
the great majority of Cubans, is 


the Russian wave. not the 
American. : 
That fact, and its implica- 


tions for the rest of Latin Amer- 
ica, to say nothing of Africa and 
Asia, is the fact we should be 
looking at, hard and long. If the 
Russian purpose seems more 
vigorous and more promising to 
the newly liberated peoples of 
the world than the American 
purpose, then we have indeed 
lost the ‘‘battle for men’s minds”’ 


,of which we talk so much. 


As for ourselves, the hurt has 
been precisely the loss of a sense 
of national purpose. To engage, 
as we have over the last 15 
years, in programs having as 
their end and aim not action to 
further a purpose of our own but 
counteraction to frustrate a pur- 
pose of the Russians is to invite 
just such a state of mind. A na- 
tion cannot be sure even of its 
own identity when its finds it- 
self associated in country after 
country—as we have most re- 
cently in South Korea and Tur- 
key—with regimes whose po- 
litical practices are inimical to 
its own. 

WHAT, THEN, is the issue. in 
this debate? What is the prob- 
lem? Not to discover our na- 
tional purpose but to exercise 
it. Which means, ultimately, to 
exercise it for its own sake, not

TIDELANDS CASE LOSE LICENSES:

WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)—

lands in the Gulf of Mexico, | 
which has bedeviled the Federal 
Government and Gulf states fer 
20 years, appeared far from set- 
tled today despite a new Su- 
preme Court decision yesterday. 

There almost certainly will be 
more years of litigation and per- 
haps further legtslation by Con- | 


gress. , 


What the court decided yester- 
day was the seaward distance 
in which each state could claim 
the mineral rights, and this is 
the way it decided it: 

Texas and Florida boundaries 
extend three marine leagues 
from the ordinary low-water 
mark, or about 1044 miles. The 
boundaries of Louisiana, Mis- | 
Sissippi and Alabama extend | 
Only three geographic, or nauti- 
cal miles, or about 3.45 land 
miles. 

The decision was greeted with 
joy by Texas and Florida offi- 
cials. Texas has some leased oil 
areas in the Gulf. No oil has 
been discovered yet off Florida, 
but test drillings are being made. 

‘Discriminatory.’ 

Congressmen and state offi- 
Cials of Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama used such words. 
as ‘incredible,’ ‘‘fantastic’”’ and | 
‘‘discriminatory.’’ They pledged 
to ask the court to reconsider 
the case, and Congressmen talked 
of new legislation next year to 
upset the decision. 

The courts still must decide, 
too, just how the newly defined 
areas are to be measured. 

The question of who owns the 
submerged lands was settled in | 
1954, when the Supreme Court | 
upheld the Submerged Lands Act 
of 1953. That law gave the juris- 
diction to the states involved in- 
stead of the Federal Government. 
That law said the states should 
have their historic seaward boun- 
daries as of the time they joined 
the Union, and this was the crux 
of the argument. 

The court ruled Florida and 
Texas had backed up historic 
claims to a three-league limit, 
but the others had not. 


Louisiana Hard Hit. 

This hit Louisiana particularly 
hard. Many oil wells there are 
outside the three-mile limit, and 
thus revert to federal jurisdic: | 
tion. The Department of the In- 
terior has been leasing the prop- | 
erty and holding the revenue ob- | 
tained in escrow. As of March | 
31, this amounted to $308,443,176. 
Under the Supreme Court rul- 
ing; unless modified by law or 
later findings, this would go not 
to Louisiana but to the Federal 
Government. 

An Interior Department spokes- 
man said the amount in escrow 
in the case of Texas is relatively 
small, but he gave no figure. 

Greatly complicating the situa- | 
tion is the question of where 
to draw the line. Do you start 
along the mainland shore, or do 
you measure from the outermost 
islands that lie off a state coast? | 
If the latter, the seaward boun- | 
dary line would zig and zag in| 
and out like the graph of a major | 
earthquake. 

Next Thing to Litigate. 

The court majority did not 
address itself to this problem, 
and Louisiana Attorney General 
Jack Gremillion said ‘‘that is the 
next thing we’ll have to litigate.”’ 

Justice Black, who dissented 
in the cases of Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana, said this: 
“The Government concedes, how- 
ever, that their boundaries ex- 
tend three miles beyond the 
coastline of their islands—which 
may be as far as six leagues 
from the mainland. Thus, Louis- 
iana, Mississippi and Alabama 
will have irregular saw-toothed 
boundaries projecting six leagues 
at some points and retreating to 
within three miles of the main- | 
land at other points.” | 

Black said also the controversy | 
will never be settled until “‘it is | 
settled the way Congress be- | 
lieves is right, and I do not)

Playhouse 90 Ends 


On a Downbeat 


NEW YORK, June Y. 

PLAYHOUSE 90 ENDED its distingulshed career with 
what might be described as a distinguished failure. Rod 
Serling’s “‘In the Presence gf Mine Enemies” was not so 
much a drama as a reminder of the horrifying facts of the 
Warsaw ghetto where half 
a million perished. It con- 
tained some of the best 
acting of the year, some 
good direction, and was 
generally an excellent 
production. 

But the story had one 
fatal flaw: There wasn't 
any. When you open a 
99-minute drama (if 
drama is quite the word 
for it) with the announce- 
ment that half a million 
people are going to be 
obliterated, the figures 
are too large, the horror 
too encompassing and the 
absence of hope too total 
for an audience to handle. 
At least, for a contempo- 
rary audience. Perhaps 
some other audience in the 
dim recesses of the future 
may be able to contemplate the death throes.of that many 
people with the pity we feel for an individual Hamlet, but 
our own paltry minds and emotions can't cope with so large 
a disaster.

Besides there was no real suspense, no pot 
sibility of changing anything. The best and most 
interesting characters, I'm afraid, were the enemy. 
There was, for instance, a cultured, literate and 
terribly coherent Nazi colonel who indulged ameng 
other things in a rather scholarly rape. An interesting 
monster, very well played by George MacReady. 


Then there was the young Nazi sergeant, brilliantly 
played by a hitherto unknown actor named Robert Redford, 
who felt ‘badly about the whole thing. In spite of the most 
earnest efforts to educate him to be a good Nazi he strongly 
disapproved of hitting ancient rabbis, of rape and of genocide. 
The author’s point here, I think, was that human decency is 
instinctive and that in spite of the most’ determined and 
well-planned assault on human decency, it bobs to the 
surface like a cork—a debatable proposition. Redford, a hand- 
some blond lad, played this unlikely Nazi with surpassing 
charm and remarkably well-sustained intensity over one of 
the longest and most improbable monologues in my memory, 

The cast was headed by Charles Laughton, playing the 
part of an ancient rabbi, and this may be set down as one of 
the most valiant bits of miscasting in Playhouse 90’s history. 
Mr. Laughton was neither Jewish nor rabbinical, not because 
of any lack of acting skill, but simply because his chemical 
composition, his heritage, his very bome structure were so 
foreign to the role, he could not surmount the difficulties 
and it was unfair to ask it of him. 

The rest of the cast was superb. Susan Kohner, with her 
large dark eyes and her frail beauty, was a huminous and 
deeply moving heroine. Arthur Kennedy, as the young son in 
fierce revolt against the religious teachings of his father, 
brought great vitality to a role I found stale and irritating. 
Oscar Homolka, as a non-Jewish Pole, contributed a wonderful 
bit of character acting. 


None of them, along with Fielder Cook’s solid 
direction, could quite surmount the inflexible nature 
of the story. As I say, it is a statistical defeat. Half 
a million people is just tee many people for an 
audience not yet prepared to grapple with se large 
a tragedy and Mr. Serling couldn’t—though he tried 
hard—reduce it to more suitable proportions. 


He’s a very good writer indeed, though. Now and then, 
he struck flashes of poetry that illuminated the landscape. At 
the very beginning of his tale, Miss Kohner cried exultantly 
to her father, the rabbi, after their names had been omitted 
once more from the roster of those who were to die: ‘“‘We’re 
rich! We live another day!”’ Not even Shakespeare could have 
improved on the emotion and the brevity of the sheer 
insouciance of that line. There were other moments, too, of 
rare vocal felicity, but then came the crushing weight of 
statistical outrage. Maybe it’s necessary as a sermon or as 
an editorial, or as a documentary, but as a drama it failed 
utterly. 

This has been the year of apocalyptic drama—the end 
of the world in Pat Frank’s drama, the extermination of a 
half-a-million people in this one, and there have been some 
others. The playwrights are vastly—and quite properly— 
troubled by the threat of nuclear war, but this has thrown the 
-human problem vastly out of scale,

BECKER: Hav- 
ing seen many weird hands cen- 
structed to see what the best 
possible contracts would be, | 
was amazed recently when the 
accompanying hand was dealt to 
a foursome with which I play 
daily on the commuters’ train to 
New York,

seen, all suit contracts are 
makable at the seven ‘level. I 
was sitting East and failed to 
see the spade slam involved, and 
still fail to see how, with the four 
heart bid by North, a spade con- 
tract for East-West, at the seven 
level, could possibly be reached.

Freak hands lie in-a class by 
themselves and the ordinary 
principles that govern bidding 
have no application to the mon- 
strosities sometimes dealt. A 
player will have 8-5-0-0 distribu- 
tion once in about 32,000 deals 
and it is up to him, when he is 
lucky enough to get such a sur- 
prise holding, to make the most 
of it, since the opponents cannot 
be aware that they are com- 
peting against such a freak. 

Our inclination would have 
been to overcall with the mild 
bid of two clubs with the West 
hand, confident that, with 13 


hearts and 13 diamonds missing, 


the two club bid would not be 
followed by three passes. The 
purpose would be to conceal dhe 
extraordinary distribution. 


But eyen with the early bid- 
ding as shown, it strikes us that 
West should not have gone 
through the entire auction with- 
out once mentioning spades. 
Granted that his clubs were su- 
perlative, West should have 
made allowance for the possi- 
bility that East might have four 
of five spades to the queen or 
ace and acted accordingly. 

Surely, over five diamonds, 
West could have bid five spades, 
or, over six hearts, six spades.

In Telling of Past 


HOW MUCH SHOULD I TELL my fiance about my past 
life? That is a question that is often put to advisers and coun- 
selors. I shock somé girls when I answer, “Not too much.” 

Marriage is the most important of all contracts. Put aside

The ‘Unlimited Itch’ 


IT SEEMS TO ME there was a successful play called 


“The Seven-Year Itch.” Well, what about the “unlimited itch’~ 


that so many people have to combat? Sufferers of skin irri- 
tation or itching or burning write me a great many letters. 


Says one typical letter: 


*‘What can I do for chafing? One druggist told 
me to get hand lotion with lanolin. Another said to 
get a certain kind of soap. But it-seems to do no good. 
I shower nearly every day, and that seems to do no 
good, either.—Mrs. J.F.G.” 


There are all sorts of skin irritations—itching, burning, 
chafing, rashes, hives, impetigo, eczema, fungus infections 
and so on. Or, in some specific diseases, there are the out- 
ward signs such as occur with chickenpox, measles, scarlet 
fever and the like. 

The skin, you see, is an “organ of the body’’—and the 
largest one. The skin eruptions or irritations may come be- 
cause you do—or don’t—consume something in your diet. Or, 
again, the trouble may arise not because of food, but because 
‘of something you touch; or because some disease, such as 
those I mentioned, is in the system. 

Itching (like burning) is akin to pain but in a milder 
degree. Something isn’t quite right with the body. And the 
idea I'm trying to convey is that there is no. single cause 
of skin trouble, nor is there any single treatment. No single 
salve, or diet, or ointment, or drug is ‘‘the cure.’’ Sometimes, 
very often, indeed, the “real cure” is staying away from 
something—something you use, eat, touch. 

So little is known about psoriasis that I hesitate to mention 
it. There are half a dozen treatments, more or less, which 
have modestly good “batting averages’’ in putting an end to 
psoriasis, but we don’t know why or how. 


To get back to the garden variety of chafes, 
irritations and such, I am inclined to think that in 
most of them, the answer lies in knowing what to 
avoid, not what to “‘take,”’ 


So very often, one person’s skin is sensitive to some 
substance that has no effect on another person’s—dyes, 
soaps, fabrics, powders, deodorants. Soaps are very important 
at times. Mrs. J.F.G. also commented that she customarily 
wears black slips. A suggestion is that perhaps she, unlike 
most people, may be sensitive to dark dyes. Wearing white 
slips for a few weeks might solve the problem. I'd suggest 
trying it. I might be completely wrong, but where you can 
notice a habitual contact with the skin (slips) and also note 
a chronic irritation, invest a few weeks in making a test. 
Change the habit. If the skin irritation vanishes, you've 
learned the answer. 

The. difficulty, of course, is putting the right two things 
together—the cause and effect. So tomorrow let me tell you 
of the odd case of a “reader detective.”

ONCE UPON A TIME, the 

story goes, there was a girl who 
studied to be a schoolteacher.

Before she had finished the sec- 
ond day on her first job, she 
quit. She didn’t like teaching. 
This is an exaggerated ex-

a cadet-teacher program, where- 
by high school seniors are as- 
signed to work an hour and a 
half each afternoon in a regular 
classroom with a teacher who 
has indicated an interest in help- 
ing students decide on their 
careers. There are 14 Students 
enrolled in the program this year, 
their work ranging from kinder- 
garten to fine arts and physical 
education teaching in high school. 

Typical of the cadet-teachers 
are two of the girls, Audrey An- 
derson and Connie Bourner, who 
assist in kindergarten and first 
grade respectively, at Bel-Nor 
School. . 

They have been learning 
things you don’t learn in books 
or lectures on the theory of 
education. Audrey, foryexample,

A WOMAN WEAVER, Bittan 
Valberg, from Scandinavia, ar- 
rived in this country two and a 
half years ago to work with a 
rug manufacturer. It took just 
a year to make her decide to 
stay. 

In the first place, blond haired, 
blue eyed Mrs. Valberg says, 
working here is ‘“‘freer.’”’ Design 
and color in her native Sweden 
are good but much more con- 
servative. Then, too, working 
with synthetics iike acrilan which 
was used in her latest collection, 
offers a new challenge. 


The accent rugs which this 
weaver designs begin as black 
and white compositions on graph 
paper. Then working from hun- 
dreds of hanks of yarn she adds 
color to the design. Next step 
is working out a length on her 
own hand loom before it goes to 
the factory, to be translated to a 
machine. 


The first samples that were 
turned out were ‘‘too perfect’ to 
look good to the designer’s eyes 
but months of experimentation 
led to a technique so like hand- 
work that when Mrs. Valberg 
took one of the rugs to Stock- 
holm on her last trip no one 
could tell the difference. Or, not, 
at least, without looking on the 
back. 


Like most designers, Mrs. Val- 
berg lives with the tools and re- 
sults of her trade and with an 
assortment of personal memen- 
toes —furniture included. Like 
most designers, too, the back- 
ground of her home is neutral— 
the better to show off the vividly 
colored, brightly patterned rugs 
she designs.
